“Somebody must cook, and somebody must 

* serve’’ once remarked the late Efbert Hubbard in 

Tha Fra, “otherwise all of us would have to do 

the thing ourselves, and then all our efforts would 

be taken up in the search for eats, and we would 
de reduced to the occupation of the cave-men. 

“Civilization is a great system of transfers. 

_ Each one does the thing he can do best, and works 
for the good of all. So, any man who does a needed 
service for humanity should not be classed with the 

’ parasites—although he be a middleman.” 

\. The “middle-man” is any merchant, or broker, 
or person who handles the product of the producer 
before it reaches the consumer. In other words 
he is the producer's salesman, for example: A farm- 
er haa ten tons of hay; 500 bushels of wheat, corn, 
potatoes or other commodities to sell. Now we 
know the farmer can bring this stuff to town, haul 
a load of hay in and stand arond all day looking 
for a buyer. He might perhaps sell it to you or I 
if we happened to be looking for hay, at the sane 
price the middle-man would pay hin. 

But. suppose he doesn’t, happen to sell it that 
day, it must be either hauled back to the farm or 
else he must stop over night at the tavern and pay 
for his team and his own lodging. In order to 
protect himself, he must necessarily add this ex- 
penditure to the price of the hay, as it Is one of 
production and selling. 


‘The Modern Way of Selling. 


But this method is too slow, too crude and too 
antiquated for the modern tiller of the soll. Roe- 
member he isn’t a “reub”: any more. The farmer of 


to the commission merchant—middieman—who. 
contracts to take over the whole or any part of the: 
farmer's produce, agreeing - to sell it in the open 
market, elther to the grocer or consumer, through 
his salesmen, and for which service he charges the 
tarmer a certain percentage upon the amount of 
money the goods will bring, which percentage usu- 
ally ranges from five to ten per cent.—or rather, an 
average of 7% per cent. 

Now, if the goods are not sold at once, they must 
be placed in storage—which adds another item of 
expense, There might not be a demand that day, 

‘go they must be kept in good condition until the 
time.does arrive when people want that particular 
kind of food. And right here we may as well thresh 
out a bit.of this “cold storage” talk that has been 
going the rounds of the press for some time: 

We Need the Middle Man. 

Ta recent address before the Wholesale Grocers 
of America, the late Mayor Gaynor is quoted to have 
eald: 

“It ia all very easy to talk, but when you come 

to analyae the complex affairs of life, then you have 
to measure your thoughts accordingly. The fact 
of the matter is this. In the cities we have to buy 
by the pint, quart or peck. If I have a barrel of ap- 
ples someone has to keep them for me. 

“Prices are high all over the world. In Paris. 
London and Rome they are talking about it just 
the same as we are over here. The trouble with 
high prices is, that we are all trying to get them. 
The laborer is trying to get the highest wages pos- 
sible. Everyone with anything to sell tries to get 


. all.be can—and then someone goes upon the roe- 


trum and abuses high prices! 
“he doesn’t belleve it at all.” 

The period of high prices and Increasing prices 
is now, and always will be, the period of progression 
and ‘prosperity. Wait for twenty-five years, or less, 
until the period of falling prices and low, prices sets 
in. Then you will see hard times, and you will have 
reason to complain. 


Buying From the Producer. 


There is an alluring sound to this “from the 
producer to the consumer” talk, but any food con- 
cern today selling to the consumer ard eliminating 
the wholesaler and retailer, m “and does get 
the same of s higher price for the commodities 
than the consumer pays the retailer. This is be- 
cause the selling and delivering expense is so muh 
greater per pound of product than it is through the 
general channels of trade, for the retailer can de- 
liver cheaper under the present conditions. 

Everywhere we hear people planning the mil- 
lenium when the producer can send his products di- 
Tect to the home and cut out the middleman, This 
sounds good, but for sake of illustration, suppose 
wo disregard the jobber and retailer. Put them out 
of business along with their great warehouses and 
stores, wipe out their taxable values. Who pays 
then? Why the consumer, and he pays well, too. 

Tell me, how are you going to get your products 
from the farm? By the railroads, you say. ‘ Wait. 
The railroad is a middieman. It docan’t produce 
any goods, but it is a necessity, 20 we've got to havo 
them, 

Now, we've wiped out the wholesaler, the job- 
ber and the retailer. Mother wants five pounds of 
flour. She writes to the farmer to send her eight

I think the retail grocer is a pub- 
lle benefactor, and he is kept from his proper pos!- 
tlon only because he is working fourteen hours a 
day contriving methods that will please his patrons, 
and assist them in keeping down unnecessary ex- 
penses, without going to the wall himself. 

Food. products will always be sold largely 
through jobbers to the retaller—because it is the 
economical way. It is a tremendous machine 
built up at great pains-taking risks all the time, 
and getting a very small percentage of the profit 
for the effort it puts into the service of the consumer. 


The Cold Storage Man's Side. ” 


Much has been said pro and con regarding the 
part the storage man plays in this cost of living 
era... Take the matter of storage eges as an example. 
I recently put the question up to. one of the leading 
storage men of Ontario, and he sald: | 

“It is my opinion ‘that oftentimes the consumer 
is to blame for insisting upon getting fresh eggs 
when they are asked for, and very few ‘folks’ really © 
comprehend the situation as It really exists. 

“Presh egga generally appear early in the year, 
sometimes as early as January when the weather 
is favorable, but, ae a rule, a free flow ‘of ‘ergs 
begins in the South along about March, and twe 
swoeks later is at its heighth in the north ‘and west. 
Thig lasts about sixty days, when the supply gradu- 
ally dwindles, so that in moulting season practical- 
ly no eggs are produced—continuing until the 
next March. 

“It te during the flush of production that eggs 
are gathered and quickly placed in specially rre- 
pared cases, after being graded; xno} ana dirty 
ones being rejected, and the high grade eggs of the

“frat flow’—and cool weather egge—are’ put ‘in 


cold’ storage warehouses where the temperature is 
close to freezing point, where they are kept for 
months with so little deterioration that’ only an 
expert could detect a change in quality—if there 
be any.’ 

“Now, as to the persons storing these eggs, no 
such thing as an “egg trust” exists. It requires 
millions of dollars to handle the,producta of this 
country, and necessarily men of means must invest 
or lose the money. The fact is, the owners of thess 
eggs, are often glad to part with them at a five per’ 
cent. profit, after paying interest, storage and in- 
surance.” 

Bo ft will be seen that in the handling of goods, 
another expeniiture is added to the cost of produo- 
tion, and this you and I have to pay for—all of 
which Is right and proper and In strict accordance 
“with the p: ples of trade and commerce. 

There are many things we are today purchasing 
for the same, or less money in proportion, than are 
did ten years ago. While the cost of producing 
four has materially advanced, we are not paying 
proportionately for our bread—and this is particu- 
larly true in Belleville. 

Gilbert’s Bakery, while not the largest in On- 
tarlo, is, nevertheless, one of the best and most 
efficiently equipped baking plants in Canada, and, 
with the new improvements which are now being 
made together with the Installation of modern 
mechanical appliances by means of which human 
hands will never touch the bread at any stage of 
the baking. This concern will be a notable credit 
to the city. 

Mr. Gilbert serves nearly 800 homes in Belle 
ville and yicinity every day. This bread is wrap- 
ped in wax paper to protect it from dust, dirt and 
carelessness in handMng—e big, full-size loaf of 
goodness—for five cents tho loaf. Toronto, Mon- 
treal and other towns pay six, seven and eight cents. 
Evidently there's little use for a “bread line” in 
Belleville.

VERDUN. 

Verdun, around which the bloodiest fighting of 
Tlarope’s great war has just taken place, is no stranger 
to the noise and shock of battle. It was of importance 
fm time of the Romans and Charlemagne's Frankish 
empire was divided into three kingdoms by the treaty of 
‘Werdun in August, 843. pai, k 

Verdun early became a free imperial city of the 
German Empire, but the bishops claimed absolute au- 
terity and the numerous confiicts resulted in 1552 
fm French domination, which the Westphalian treaty 
ganctioned. The Royalists surrendered the town to the 
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operation of the most stringent prohibition law that haa 
ever been devised in the world. This measure prohibits 
the import, manufacture or sale of any intoxicants 
whatever, except for sacramental, medicinal or manu- 
facturing purposes. The advocates of- prohibition at- 
tach great importance to the fact that Newfoundland {s 
an {sland, and that Labrador is a sent-Artic area, and 
that because of these two facts it will be possible to exert 
a control over imports which will give the measure a 
greater chance of success than a.similar one could have 
anywhere else in the world.

Between 1909 and 1914 the increase in the numb-r 
of automobiles produced annually in the United States 
was 350.3 per cent. The increase in total value was 
182.7 per cent. The United States Bureau of the Cen- 
sus, which prepared the figures relating to this industry, 
refers to the fact that the increase in value of the output 
was much smaller, relatively, than the Increase in num- 
ber of machines, and says that it may be accounted for 
not only by a general reduction of prices, but also by 
the production of a larger proportion of machines of 
low-priced makes. Nevertheless, touring cars formed 
the principal type manufactured during both census 
years. In 1914 the output of this clasa of machines 
was 454,876, valued at $351,585,518, compared. with 
76,189, valued at $113,510,575, In 1909.

Cape St. Elias, on an inaccessible Island just off the 
coast of Alaska, has long been a menace to navigation 
caused by the adjacent high rocks.

Bread is as old as mankind. It“can boast 
of more antiquity than most of our food stufis, 

The history of bread can be traved back to 
the earliest times, both in this and other coun- 
tries In Switzerland, in particulsr, abundant 
proof is at hand to show that the art of bread 
making was quite well understood by our pre- 
historic ancestors, excavations conducted on the 
site of the numerous lake dwellings of that 
country, showing that milling and.baking must 


have been recognized occupations, even so ‘far’. 


back'as'the Stone Age. Stone, in fact, was in- 
dispensable to both processes, and not ‘only 
have stones for milling Sand buké ovens been 
discovered, but bread in large quantities have 
been unearthed, 

Frank G. Carpenter, the traveller aud cor- 
respondent, says that much of the bread in 
Jerusalem is baked in public ovens, owing to 
the high cost of fuel, The dough’'is kneaded at 
home and i is brought to the ovens which are 
found in every street. They are cave-like vaults 
below the street level. At the back of each is 
an‘oven with a king of dry well before its open 
ed door, in which the baker stands with a long 
paddle in his hanth with which he puts ia and 
takes out the loaves of bread. 

- ‘The oven door is marked out in squares, so 
that the baking of .ach family is Dilaced on a 
separate square. The loaves are about an inch 
in thickness and the size of a tea-plate with a 
hole in the centre. After baking, the baker re- 
turns the baked loaves not to the customer, he 
receives for each half-Jozen loaves, two cents, 
er, it he prefers, takes one loaf for each duzen 
baked for his labor 


Bread Making is Man's Work 


‘The reason,” recently remarked Mr. W., H. Gil- 
bert, the Belleville master baker, tothe writer, “Why 
more bread is not being haked by the modern housewife 
is becaase bread making is becoming more a man's 
work, and the master baker of today has spent years of 
time and experiment learning how to bake good, whole- 
some bread. The result is that three-fourths of the 
housewives now buy their bread in preference to baking 
it in their own kitchens. The antipathy of the modern 
woman has given way to a better understanding of the 
methods in vogue in the up-to-date bake shop, for the 
reason bakers’ bread is superior to the ordivary bread, 
baked in'one's own home—besides, old-fashioned meth 
ods are a thing of the past.” 


How Bread is Made Today. 


When the flour is first received by the baker, it is 
sifted through silk bolting cloth twice, before going to 
the t'mixer.” The yeast, milk and shortening is then 
added, and mixed for 20 minutes with powerful mach- 
inery, the water is generally sterilized under tremen- 
dous heat, and then filtered, making it absolutely germ- 
proof. 

From the mixer the dough is turned into a steel re- 
ceptacie and set away to rise. When it bas the proper 
proof it is emptied into a machine called the dough di- 
vider. ‘this machine automatically divides and weighs 
off the Joaves at the rate of 4,000 an hour. From the 
“divider” the dough is mechanically sent to’ theround- 
ing-up” machine, which kneads the dough’ and rounds 
is up ready for the “‘proofer.”. The loaves are carried 
automatically from the ‘‘rounding-up” machine to the 
travelling“*proofer"— a machire consisting of a series of 


' canvass pockets, suspended between endless chain belts. 


When e.ch pocket is filled, itis antomatically covered 
with a canvass cover and sent to the “loaf moulder”. 

When the moulitr is reached, the loaves drop auto- 
matically into the'noulder,' and ‘are made into loaves, 
The bread is then ready for the oven and has never been 
touched with human hands. The ovens are great brick 
affairs, with walls'two fect thick, and will retain the 
the heat for wee}s ata time. — 





The bread is baked in a heat of 450 degrees. Fahren- 
heit. To prevent the bread from burning under ‘this e- 
normous heat, live steam is introduced. This gives the 
loaves a fine, tender crust, while the intense heat in the 
even insures bread being baked clear through, and the 
yeast destroyed. If the yeast cells were not destroyed 
the bread would be liable to ferment in the stomach and 
impair digestion, This is why the rmall baker and the 
housewife cannot bake perfect bread--lack of proper 
facilities. 


Temperature Hard To Control 


The difficulty in many households Is to control the 
proper temperature of the ma!erials, and it is placed to 
“tise” where it is hoped the tonditidus ‘will be datisfac- 
tory, The commercial baker dors not take any such 
risks, He determines the tempetat ute of the flour, and 
then ‘makes the water warni endugh to raise the whole 
dough mass to the desired pojnt, and then seeks to con- 
trot the temprrature duriog the fermentation period. 
He recognizes that the temperature is one of the factors 
he must‘control in order ‘that he may get uniform re- 
sulta’’ The difficulty has always been that the hoase- 
wife has no means of ‘controlling the temperature and 


has been forced to cover the dough and allow it to stand , 


over or beside the radiator, or stove, and trust to luck 
that the temperature required w! uld be maintained. 

* The'eserntials of home bread-bakiug are good flour, 
gond yeast, doirgh of the right consistency, control of 
the temprratute at all stages, to remember that soft 
flour has not the expansive power of strong ‘flour, and 
that soft doughs must never be allowed to rise’ longer 
than is necessary. (If it risea to the point of falling 
back, results will not be good), to avoid crying out of a 
surface at all times, as this makes a dark streak through 


the baked loaf, Zs 


Natritive Value of Bread 


The comparative nutritive value of white and brown 
bread has ever been a subj ct of con'roversy. The 
theory is advanced that in the finer fours 
much of the nourishment of the ‘food materials are re- 
moved? and, consequently. the whole wheat or Graham 
flour, is the most healthful and nutritious, In studying 
the value of any fodd it must always be borne in mind 
that it is not the flour or bread that contains the ‘highs 
est percentage of the most taluable constituents that i- 
most nourishing, but itis the one that contains the 
most of these constituents in a form that is capable 
of being absorbed. ‘The coarser flour have a higher 
petcentage of protein, fat and mineral matters than 
the finer grades, and so has bran; bat owing to the 
arnount of crude fiber, ur cellulose, surrounding these 
niaterials, they are not so well ‘assimulated, and they 
really furnish less nourishment than is obtaince from 
the finer grades of Mour. 

White bread is, weight for weight, more nutritious 
than brown. In the case of people with irritable in- 
testines, white bread is preferred to brown. In the 
case of people with sluggish intestines, brown bread is 
preferable to white as it tends tofnaintain regular per- 
istaltic action and ensure regular exacuation of the 
bowels, with all its attendant advantages. 

In this country, where everyone eats 4 varied diet 
it is doubtful if asufficiency of ash materials and fat are 
not taken into the system without using the bread from 
the coarser flour for for the purpose of obtaining these 
substances. Moreover, it it evident that the compare- 
tive nutritive value of white and brown bread varies 
withthe individual, 

Some experts maintain that whole wheat meal, as 
generally’ is, weight for weight, not more 
nutritious than the ordinary flour and opinionscontrary 
are founded on theoretical t-xt-book data, not ouly un- 
supported by experience, but inconsistent with it. In 
fact it is the poorly fed and the harder working who 
should have ord:nary bread! and it is the overfed and 
the sédentary whe should ha¥e whole wheat bread. 

Dickens and’ Soa, the Front Street caterers, are 
baking a very fine whole wheat bread that is becoming 
quite popular with their patroma. It is rugged, vigor- 
oua loaf of strength and nourishing quality.

Bread is as uld as mankind. It can boast 
of more antiquity than most of our. food stufis, 

The history of bread can be traced back to 
the earliest times, both in this and other cuun- 
tries In: Switzerland, in particular, abundant 
proof is at hand to show that the art of bread 
making was quite well understood by our pre- 
historic ancestors, excavations conducted on the 
site of the numerous lake dwellings -of- that 
country, showing that milling and.baking must 
have been recognized occupations, even so far 
back as the Stone Age. Stone, in fact, was in- 
dispensable to both and not only 
have stones for. milling ‘and beke ovens been- 
discovered,‘ but bread in large quantities have 
been unearthed, 5 : 

Frank G. Carpenter, the traveller aud cor- 
respondent, says that much of the bread in 
Jerusalem is baked in public ovens, owing to 
the high cost of fuel, The dough is kneaded at 
home and is brought to’ the overts which are 
found in every. street. They are cave-like vaults 
below the street level. -At the back of each is 
an oven with a kind of diy well before its open: 
ed door, in which the baker stands with a long 
paddle in his ‘hanth with which he puts ia and 
takes out the loaves of bread. 

The oven door is marked out in squares, so 
that the baking of :ach family is placed on a 
Separate square. The loaves are about an inch 
in thickness and the size of a tea-plate with a 
hole in the centre. After baking, the baker re- 
turns the baked loaves ..ot to the customer, he 
receives for each half-lozen loaves, tw> cents, 
Cr, it he prefers, takes one loaf for each dozen 
baked for his labor 


Bread Waking Is Man's Work 


“The reason,” recently remarked Mr. W. H. Gil- 
bert, the Belleville master baker, to the writer, “Why 
more bread is not being haked by the modern housewife 
is because bread making is becoming more a man’s 
work, and the master baker of today has spent years of 
time and experiment learning how to bake good, whole- 
some bread. The result is that three-fourths of the 
housewives now buy their bread in preference to baking 
it in their own kitchens, The antipathy of the wodern 
woman has given way to a better understanding of the 
methods in vogue in the up-to-date bake shop, for the 
Trason bakers’ bread is superior to the ordinary bread 
baked in one’s own home—besides, old-fashioned meth- 
ods are a thing of the past.” 


How Bread Is Made Today. 


+ When the flour is first received by the baker, it is 
sifted through silk bolting cloth twice, before going to 
the “mixer.” “ The yeast, milk and shortening is then 
added, and mixed for 20 minutes with powerful mach- 
inery, the water is generally sterilized under tremen- 
dous heat, and then filtered, making it absolutely germ- 
proof. : sg 

From the mixer the dough is turned into a steel _ro- 
ceptacle and set away to rise. When it bas the pryiper 
proof it is eusptied into a machine called the dough di- 
vider. This machine automatically divides and weighs 
off the lonves at the rate of 4,000 an hour. From the 
“divider” the dough is mechanically sent to the*round- 
ing-up” machine, which kneads the dough and rounds 
is up ready for the *‘proofer.” The loaves are carried 
automatically fronf the “rounding up” machine to the 
travelling*prodfer”-— a machire consisting of a series of 
canvass pockets, suspended between endless chain belts. 
When e.ch pocket is filled, itis antomatically covered 
with a canvass cover and sent to the “loaf moulder”. 

When the mouldtr is reached, the loaves drop auto- 
matically into the noulder, and are made into loaves. 
The bread is then ready for the oven and bas never been 
touched with human hands. |The ovens are great brick

The bread is baked in a heat of 450 degrees Fahren- 
heit. To prevent the bread from burning under this e- 
normous heat, live steam is introduced. This gives the 
loaves a fine, tender crust, while the intense heat in the 
oven insures bread being baked clear through, and the 
yeast destroyed. If the yeast cells were not destroyed 
the bread would be liable to ferment in the stomach and 
impair digestion. This is why the small baker and the 
housewife cannot bake perfect bread-—lack of proper 
facilities. 


Temperature Hard To Control ;

Natritive Value of Bread : 


The comparative nutritive value of white and brown 
bread has ever been a subject of controversy. The - 
theory is advanced that in preparing the finer flours 
much of thé nourishment of the food materials are re- 
moved, and, consequently. the whole wheat or Graham 
flour, is the most healthful and nutritious. In 
the value of any food it must always be borne in) mind 
that it is not the flour or bread that contains the 
est percentage of the most valuable constituents that i- 
most nourishing, but it is the one that contains * the~ 
most of these constituents in a form that» is capable 
of being absorbed. The coarser flour have a higher 
percentage of protein, fat and mineral matters than 
the finer grades, and so has bran; bnt owing to the 
amount of crude fiber, or cellulose. surrounding these 
materials, they are not so well assimulated, and they 
really furnish less nourishment than ix obtainee from 
the finer grades of flour. . 

White brea is, weight for weight, more nutritious 
than brown. In the case of people with irritable ine 
testines, white bread is preferred to brown. In the 
case of people with sluggish intestines, brown bread is. 
preferable to white as it tends to maintain regular . 
istalticaction and ensure regular exacuation of 
bowels, with all its attendant advantages, :

Object-of Pasteurization. 

‘The object of pasteurjzation is to kill the bacteria. 
But there are many kinds of bacteria In milk, and some 
are not killed as easily as others. Moreover, the dif- 
ferent Kinds of bacteria have different influence. When 
if'is aid that a sample of milk contains one million bac- 
teria per; cuble centimeter—which means a million in- 
finitesimal germs in 16 drops of milk, it must not be] 
supposed that they are all pathogenic, or diséase-pro- 
ducing. ‘As a matter of fact, some are, but a very large 
nu ‘are lactic acid bacteria, which not. only 
harmless, but useful, in that they are N: check 
upon the injurious bacteria. 

If only the. lactic acid germs are destroyed, then 
the pathogenic, freed from ‘germicidal restraint, pro- 
liferate more rapidly and theré~ts"an- tncrease™ in -vira- 
lence. If both lactic acid and pathogenic germs are de- 
stroyed, milk cannot be disease-producing without re- 
infection; but unless the milk is carefully handled, it 
will, In course of time, become putrid owing to the pres- 
ence of spores. 

As to whether pasteurization alters the taste or! 
digestive quality of the milk, there is a diversity of 
opinion, but the concensus seems to be that neither. taste 
nor -quality are altered; to any appreciable extent. -
